Approval in principle 
given new arena project 


Council gave approval in. 
principle Monday night to a 
proposal that would put a 


* cover over the existing skat- 


ing facility inSalisbury Park 
in Sturgeon Heights, 

Rudy Scheibelhofer, 
backed by the St, Albert 
Chamber of Commerce, pre- 
sented a plan to council that 
would provide a building 216 
feet long and 120 feet wide 
at a cost of $76,975, plus 
another $6,000 to $10,000 
for foundations, 

The building, which would 
be constructed by Parkins 


Construction Limited of Ed« 
monton, could be erected 
in six to eight weeks, 

In giving approval in prin- 
ciple, council paved the way 
for an {mmediate start on 
negotiations to get the pro- 
ject under way, 

As the money bylaw on 
the books only provides for 
$75,000, the remainder has 
to be obtained through pub. 
lic subscription, This ts eX= 
pected to come from the St. 
Albert and District Arena 
Fund, as the committee ad- 
ministering it gave approval 


Council to review 


town’s finances 


A meeting to review the 
town’s finances has been 
labelled a priority item by 
council, 

Councillor J, J. Bakker 
pushed the move during dis- 
cussion of proposed pur- 
chase of replacement equip- 
ment during courcei|'s 
regular meeting Monday 
night, 

Councillor Bakker oppos- 
ed purchase of any equip- 
ment at this time, stating 
that the town did not have 
the money to pay for it, 

He sald money should have 
been set aside in a reserve 
fund to replace equipment, 
but it hadn’t been, 

“The reserve is, in fact, 
a paper entry,’’ he claimed, 

Mayor Ray Gibbon inter- 
jected that if there was going 
to be a reserve, council 
would have to tax for it.

Councillor J, J, Bakker 
on Monday asked council’s 
indulgence to get finished 
early at the meeting on Oct, 
13, 

‘‘Mrs, Bakker and | invite

Councillor Bob Russell, 
supporting the proposal, sald 
it would give the town a 
mucheneeded skating facility 
now and if something else 
in the way of an arena was 
erected in years to come, 
it would still serve as an 
adequate community facility, 

Mr, Endres sald the bulld- 
ing would provide for a 20- 
foot clearance over the Ice 
surface, He sald thatifmore 
were required, when per- 
manent seating was install- 
ed the {ce surface could be 
dug down about three feet, 

He sald it would be a 
simple matter {n years to 
come to put an assembly 
area on the front of the 
building, possible combin- 
ing the elements of brick 
and steel 

Councillors Russell, Rene 
Kambouroff, Frank Lukay 
and R, G Wheatley who sald 
it was a disgrace that St, 
Albert didn’t have some kind 
of covered skating facility, 
voted In favor of the appro- 
val {n principle motion. 

Mayor Ray Gibbon and 
Councillor J, J, Bakker, who 
urged caution, opposed the 
move, 

‘‘We have been stampeded 
quite well tonight,’’ Coun- 
cillor Bakker observed, 
‘‘and I caution against it, 

‘‘We would be better off 
to walt until the financial 
picture of the town changes, 
This council appears to be 
willing to spend money like 
it’s going out of style,’’ 

Councillor Bakker sald the 
building would be the wrong 
type going in the wrong place 
at the wrong time. 

There have also beensome 
complaints volced from 
residents of area, who do 
not want the arena situated 
in Salisbury Park,

The local detachment of 
the RCMP came under attack 
from Councillor J, J, Bakker 
at nearly every turn Monday 
night. 

And the assault culminated 
with council voting 5-1 
(Mayor Ray Gibbon opposing) 
to ask RCMP for a “‘clear 
statement of their policy in 
regard to investigation of 
accidents in the town when 
there are no injuries or 
deaths,"’ 

Councillor Bakker's criti- 
cism stemmed from RCMP 
handling of an accident case 
in St, Albert on Sept, 21 
when a car went out of con- 
trol at the corner of Gros- 
venor Boulevard and Gren- 
fell Avenue and rolled, 
demolishing a bus stop 
shelter in the process, 

“It appears that if you 
are speeding you get a 
ticket,’’ Councillor Bakker 
said. ‘But if you are speed- 
ing and hit a bus shelter, 
then it’s all right.’’ 

He sald it was very fore 
tunate that no one was in the 
shelter at the time, 

Sgt. Ken Williams, head 
of the local detachment, said 
there wasn't enough evidence 
to lay charges. He said the 
driver had said a flat tire 
pulled the car out of control. 
Following the accident two 
tires were found to be flat.
